SUPERIOR, Wis.—A 
purported 


confession of what happened at the 
Pollock cottage at Lake Nebagam- 
mon, Wis., on the night of Aug. 26, 
1920. where 
Edward J. 
Sailstad, 


Eau Claire manufacturer, was last 
seen and for whose life insurance 
of $80,000 his former wife brought 
suit in federal court, has been re- 
ceived by Judge C. Z. Lus-e of fed- 
eral court, Mrs. Augusta Sailstad, 
the mother of the missing man, and 
Dist. Attorney Robert E. Kennedy. 


The confession contained on a 


full sized sheet of paper written by 
a man who signed his name as "E. 
J. Kingston" in the presence of W. 
S. Allard, justice of the peace of 
Wascott, Wis., wag today made pub- 
lic by Mrs. Augusta Sailstad. 
The writer asserts that Sailstad 


was the victim of murer and that 
it was his bones that were found 
in the charred ruins of the Pollock 
cottage on the morning' of August 
27, 1920. 


"E. J. Kingston" was the name 


signed to the hotel register at Du- 
luth and Sponer, Wis., and identi- 
fied as the signature of Edward J. 
Sailstad. 
The story as related in 


the alleged confession has convinc- 
ed the mother of the missing man 
that her son was the victim of foul 
play. 


A federal court jury here recent- 


ly awarded the former wife Mrs. 
Leona Sailstad-Richardson, a ver- 
dict of ?10,000 in a suit against 
tho New York Life Insurance Co. 
one of the companies which insur- 
ed the life ox the missing man. 


The confession is as ^follows: 
"To Whom it Ma:,? Concern: This 


is God's truth. 
Ef^vatd 
Sailstad 


was unintentionally killed 
and it 


was his body that was burned in 
the cottage lire at Nebagamon. The 
plan was to get him to drink drug- 
ged liquor and rob him but he re- 
used to brink. 
While I was urg- 


ing him to drink -and he was refus- 
ing eh was struck 
with a 'black- 


jack' 
from behind and 
knocked 


senseless. 
He never came to. The 


monej; was taken from his clothes. 
The two women had the money. 


"I started out as I thought some 


one was coming. A girl, the fa- 
mous Chicago Sunshine Girl of the 
case overtook me and we went to 
the depot as we had arranged for 
the taxi to meet us there, and take 
us to Duluth. 


"It was me and not Sailstad that 


hired that taxi, and went to Duluth 
with the girl that night and staid 
at the McKay hotel.

left the hotel and went to a room- 
ing house and stayed for a couple 
of days then took a boat for Can- 
ada."During the evening we were out 
on the stern deck. I tried to light 
a cigar but the wind blew out the 
match several times.

I did so and went 
by tho corner out of sight. While 
there I was accosted by another 
man.

I 


F THERE had been no Civil War, no 
Spanish War, and no World War. 500 


million dollars or less would be ample for 
conducting the federal government next 
5-ear. This is precisely what the army 
and navy cost us now. 
Instead of one- 


half billion dollars, it is going to cost 
3 billion dollars to maintain the govern- 
ment this year, and that is a reduction 
*a-om 5 billion dollars. Two of the 3 bil- 
lons ure absorbed toy fixed charges on 
ivar indebtedness alone. It takes a billion 
a year to pay interest on this debt, anoth- 
er 330 millions for sinking fund, and 500 
millions for pensions and disability. This 
brings the' irreducible war charge up to 
more than 2 billions, which leaves 500 
million dollars to run the government and 
another 500 million to maintain the army 
ind navy. 


Even on a peacetime basis it costs as 


niUL-h to maintain the military branch 
of the government as it does the execu- 
tive and legislative, agriculture, roads, 
public health, diplomatic service, labor, 
public lands, Alaska, our island posses- 
sions and all the rest of the government's 
business combined.

A FARMER'S COMPLAINTS 
- 


[To the Editor]—May I have a little space 


in your valuable paper to express my idea in 
regards to an item I saw in your paper Dec. 7, 
written by Mr. E. L. Luther, in which ho gives 
plans to the Wisconsin farmers to make enough 
more money out of their dairy cows to save their 
taxes, that is if they will carefully study the' 
rations fed to their dairy cows by feeding clov- 
er and alfalfa hay and bran instead of timothy 
hay. Now the farmers all know that clover and 
alfalfa hay will produce more milk than timo- 
thy hay will, and I surely know that the farm- 
ers are trying their best to grow it if they can, 
if the seasons of the year are favorable so they 
can grow it. But clover and alfalfa is a hit and 
miss crop with them. Winter freezing and sum- 
mer drought makes it very difficult for farmers 
to grow clover, and other crops as well. It's a 
hit and miss game the actual fanner is up 
against. 
Now, Mr. Luther don't worry 
but. 


what the farmer will feed them feeds, that is", 
if he has got them to feed with. If the actual 
farmers could farm like some of the University 
lead pencil farmers they could have the prob- 
lem solved of keeping their boys on the farm. 


I have been' a farmer practically all my life 


with the exception of the last couple of years. 
I also know how the game is played and I also 
know that the farmer don't generally hold the 
trump cards to play the game with. What the 
farmer wants is not an increase in production, 
but an increase in that bankrupting price he is 
getting for what he has to sell at the present 
time. Don't us farmers all know that increase 
of production will lower prices. Then where is 
the farmer's extra money coming in to offset 
his taxes? 
Can anyone tell me? 
What the 


farmer wants is lower taxes and lower prices 
on what he has to buy. Cut out a lot of that 
profiteering which is -a holdup to the farmer 
and the laboring class as well, then we would 
not see so many farmers losing their farms. 
Talk about cutting wages and the 
farmers' 


prices on his products to bring back normal 
conditions. If they want to cut, why don't they 
cut like the farmer does when he cuts down a 
tree. Cut the big end first. That is the right 
way and the only way to bring back normal 
times. Then we will have lower taxes and low- 
er prices on what the farmer and the laboring 
man has to buy. Is there any sense of the 
higher ups to live in luxury and the farmer and 
the laboring man can't make ends meet. Look 
at all the officials the state pays a big salary, 
to look after the rural schools. I am sorry to 
say that I haven't seen a farmer yet that is in 
favor of that, so it must be that the farmer 
can't see where he derives any benefit through 
that extra expense that is put on his tax, but 
it is put on him against his will to put someone 
on easy street. Let me tell you what our post- 
office department at Washington did to the 
farmers in the township of Cross Plains, where 
my farm is located1—cut them out of their mail 
service; that includes about ten farmers that 
don't get their mail delivered. The excuse they 
give the fanners that are effected by that deal 
is that they want to cut down expenses. Bright 
idea to keep the boys or. the farm. Now they, 
talk about public ownership. Now I think that 
is a fine example to show 'what public owner- 
ship will give the people if we will ever come 
to that. Our postoffice wants to save expense; 
I think there are other ways to cut down ex- 
penses without taking the mail service uway 
from thg farmers which rightfully belongs to 
them. In the city of Madison they have two 
deliveries a day. Now, why not cut out one of 
them deliveries and give the farmer one de- 
livery a day, then we will all get mail service. 
During the war we had to pay three cents on a 


\ letter, but no sooner was the war over with, 


they took that extra cent off. 
Now why didn't 


they leave that cent on. That would have filled 
that gap nicely what they are taking out of the 
farmer now in order to save expense.- But that 
would have hurt; the big feller. 
They are al- 


ways talking about helping the farmer to make 
it pleasant for him; to make conditions on the 
farm so the younger generations will take a 
liking to the farm, but its only talk, that is 
about as far as they get about doing anything 
for the fai-mer. I don't want it understood that 
I am against capital, because every nation needs 
rich capitalists in order to develop its country. 
There is much to be done of that order in this 
country as yet. but there should be legislation 
to adjust things in order that we may all live 
in a way that we are all entitled to, so-we can 
all prosper and do away with that unrest that 
is hovering over this country, where, with the 
right kind of legislation, we can all have plenty 
and feel contented.

fices from both capital and labor in equitable 
proportions and placed the common weal above 
both. 


I think we can see the morning glow of a bet-

LABOR AND CAPITAL 


[To the Editor]—In an editorial in Sunday- 


morning's State Journal entitled "Caution," it 
•was stated that capital provides labor with real 
estate, meaning land. 
There is no more land . 


here now than there was three hundred years 
ago, at a time when there was no capital here. 
Consequently it is very clear that capital has 
not provided land. In this editorial, it failed to 
define capital. 
Capital consists of tools, ma- 


chinery, buildings and other equipment used

by labor in production. These things are them- 
selves the product of labor, as every laboring 


j man knows. 


Now when every laboring man knows that 


capital does not provide land, and that'labor 
produces the capital with which it works and 
that labor also does the work, you can see that 
there may be some basis for the theory that 
our wealth is the product of labor, and such 
editorials as the one referred to are wasted up- 
on laboring men. But in spite of the obvious 
'errors pointed out, the newspapers of the coiin- 
•try are full of just such editorials based upon 
'a sort of slushy pseudo-economics, and I sup- 
pose editorial writers wonder^w-hy laboring men 
do not fall for this sort of stuff. 


There are valid arguments on behalf of cap- 


ital that can be made, and that need to be made. 
But before they are written, it is. quite evident 
that editorial writers need to make some'study 
or have some knowledge of elementary eco- 
nomics. They need to learn ,that capital does 
not provide land for the. use of labor, and that 
the sums paid for the use of land'are purely 
tribute for which those who receive it make no 
economic return; and that capital is produced 
by labor; and that capital and labor are subject 
to the same economic-laws, the value of both 
rising and falling together, and dependent upon 
each other, and a number of other elementary 
economic truths.

Editorial writers on labor . subjects should 


know that, laboring men meet and discuss these 
questions, and listen to addresses; and that 
they have on the average as good, if not a bet- 
ter, knowledge of fundamental economics than 
most of the editorial writers or the merchants, 
manufacturers and bankers Who seek to give 
them instruction.—John Harrington.

present rate they will be exterminated be- 
fore another decade, is the warning given 


by Sir Sidney V. Harmer, F. R. S., director of 
the Natural History Department of the British 


ijMuseum.

The whaling industry has survived since the 


time of Alfred 'the Great, despite the fact 
that there has never been a year known when 
scares of boats did not leave the ports of Eng- 
land, France, Spain, and Scandinavia to hunt 
the sea animals, Sir Sidney declared. 


The Greenland variety of the whale is al- 


ready thought to be extinct, and the hunting 
of the last few years has been confined almost 
entirely to the Southern Seas. 


The profits derived from the killing of these 


cataceans 
are enormous, and 
they 
increase 


yearly as the retail price of the oil and bone 
increases. A fair sized whale- has a ton of 
whalebone in its mouth, which alone is worth 
?10,OOQ. It also produced about thirty tons 
worth of oil. worth about $100 a ton. 
In the 


season of 1915-16 the oil production from Ant- 
arctic whaling stations was 654,000 barrels, or 
about 94,000 tons. 
v 


During the war. this'oil was recognized as of 


vital importance in the manufacture of nitro- 
glycerine. 
It is now used in the making of 


soap. 


The principal whales caught today are a spe- 


cies of rorquals, or fin-whales; the blue whale, 
and the sperm whale. The latter, the hunting 
of which is principally confined to Americans, 
not only give sperm oil, but often contain am- 
bergris, which .is sold at $20 an ounce and used 
in the perfumery trade. The oil used for lu- 
bricating the wheels of watches comes from 
the dolphin, and is the finest oil known,
